MOSCOW (UPI)—Premi­ 
er Nikita Khrushchov to­ 
day replied to the Anglo- 
American appeal for an im­ 
mediate ban on atmospher­ 
ic nuclear tests in a state­ 
ment handed to the U.S. 
and British embassies in 
Moscow. 
Khrushchev called on the Unit­ 
ed States and Britain to join the 
Soviet Union in securing “general 
and complete disarmament. 
In their Sept. 3 note to Khrush­ 
chev, President Kennedy and Brit­ 
ish Primo Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan. had asked for a reply by 
today. 
“ Let us seek seriously, in good 
faith, a solution to the question 
of concluding a German peace 
treaty so as to arrest in good 
time the sliding of states into the 
inferno of a rocket-nuclear w ar," 
Khrushchev'* reply said, accord­ 
ing to the Soviet news agency 
Tass. 
“Then everything will fall into 
place again—there will not only 
be no nuclear tests but even no 
threat of a nuclear war," the 
Kremlin leader said. 
Khrushchev was replying to a 
note of Sept. 3 from President 
Kennedy and British Prime Min­ 
ister Harold Macmillan in which 
they asked Khrushchev to agree 
to an immediate halt of nuclear 
testing in the atmosphere. They 
set today as the deadline for the 
Soviet reply. 
The Soviet leader said the An­ 
glo-American proposal “ in gen­ 
eral’’ failed to include France. He 
said it would allow the two major 
Western powers “ to go on improv­ 
ing their nuclear weapons, inas­ 
much as this proposal d<M‘S not 
cover experimental nuclear weap­ 
ons blasts underground and in 
outer space."
